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Van Buren Township Trustee 
arraigned for shoplifting

Van Buren Township Trustee Sherry 
Frazier, 69, was arraigned April 4 before 
23rd District Court Judge Geno D. 
PF z p Salomone in Taylor on a 
criminal misdemeanor 
charge of larceny. 
Her attorney Russ 
| Donelson entered a 
plea of not guilty to the 
charge of shoplifting 
$297.50 worth of 
merchandise at Macy’s 
on New Year’s Eve. 
Frazier She allegedly put two 
scarves in her purse and, after paying for 
a sweater, slipped earrings and a planner 
into the Macy’s bag with the sweater. Loss 
prevention officers followed her outside 
when she left the store, according to the 
report. 

Defense attorney Donelson asked Judge 
Salomone to allow about 30 days before 
the pretrial date for discovery and the judge 
agreed. Donelson also said he wished to 
talk to the Taylor City Attorney about the 
charges. 

Judge Salomone said her posted bond 
was continued and she was not to contact 
the victim, ie. Macy’s. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
he learned of Frazier’s arrest three weeks 
ago. He said there has been an internal 
investigation of Frazier and whether she 
violated the township’s ethics policy. He 
said this could lead to a recommendation 
of counseling or censure by the board. 

Under state law, however, the board does 
not have the right to take away her trustee 
position given by the voters. The only way 
to remove Trustee Frazier from her post is 
by a recall election or her resignation. 

A hearing on Frazier’s possible violation 
of the ethics’ policy has been set for the 
board’s regular meeting at 7 p.m. April 17. 
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Supervisor McNamara said this will be the 
only item on the agenda. 

“We believe the actions of the trustee 
violated the public trust and a public 
hearing of these issues is needed to amend 
that trust,’ McNamara told WX YZ-TV. 

McNamara said all Frazier needed to do 
was accept responsibility for the incident 
and things wouldn’t have gotten to this 
point. 

This is the third time Frazier has been 
detained for shoplifting, according to a Van 
Buren Township police report. 

According to information obtained 
through a Freedom of Information Act 
request, VBT Police detained Frazier at 
1:51 p.m. May 25, 2009 at the Kmart store 
parking lot, 2095 Rawsonville Road, after 
being called by store security. 

A Kmart security officer said he stopped 
Frazier after she rolled a shopping cart full 
of merchandise out the front door of the 
store with the alarm system sounding. She 
was placing unpurchased store property

10. 

Thirteen communities, including Van 
Buren Township and the city of Belleville, 
are a part of the DUWA group that wants to 
acquire the Downriver Sanitary Disposal 
System from Wayne County. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier, who is the 
township board’s liaison to the Water and 
Sewer Commission, made the motion to 
approve the resolution. 

She said Wayne County borrowed $9 
million from the assets of the downriver 
sanitary system and, after an audit 
identified the action, paid back the amount 
with interest. 

She said the county first wanted $120 
million and now will take $57 million for 
the system, but there will be no increase in 
costs to residents. 

Trustee Frazier said DUWA will get $38 
million that’s in the system’s reserves. The 
pension and health care stay with Wayne 
County. She said all of the 13 communities 
involved have a weighted percentage of the 
costs. 

Water Department Director James Taylor 
said if VBT approves the transfer agreement 
it will be sixth of the 13 communities 
approving. The city of Belleville voted to 
approve on April 2. 

Taylor said at its first meeting in May, 
DUWA will take a vote and then it will be 
on to the Wayne County Commission for a 
vote. After that they can go out for bonds 
and its should be wrapped up by September 
or October. 

Besides VBT and Belleville, other 
members of DUWA are the cities of Ecorse, 
Lincoln Park, River Rouge, Southgate, 
Wyandotte, Allen Park, Taylor, Dearborn 
Heights, Romulus, Riverview, and the 
Charter Township of Brownstown. 

Based on Federal Judge Feikens’ 1994 
financial order, Belleville has 1.236% of 
ownership for capital improvements to the 
system and VBT has 2.295%. 

At the March 19 work study session of 
the township board, Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said he wanted the board to 
study the agreement in detail because, 
“It locks us in in perpetuity -- It’s a lot of 
money.” 

Attorneys from DUWA were present 
along with Vito Kaunelis, who administers 
DUWA. Kaunelis said they are talking 
about a 30-acre treatment facility in 
Wyandotte that has 63 miles of collecting 
system, including a tunnel system, meters, 
pumps, and rain gauges. 

Five percent of the system has been 
studied and it is in good shape for the age 
of the facility, which was built in 1938. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said she wants 
Wayne County to fix the pipes from 
the 1930s that need fixing before the 


communities take it over. 

Supervisor McNamara said there is only 
one-fourth to one-half mile of interceptor 
sewer in VBT. He said he wanted to know 
who pays if it breaks in Romulus or Taylor. 

Kaunelis said DUWA -- everybody -- 
pays. 

He said Wayne County wants to stop 
providing sewage treatment and wants to 
sell the system. 

Bill Bricke of Plante Moran gave details 
of the purchase of the system from the 
county. 

“If DUWA owns it, you make the 
decisions,” Bricke said, “and it will be rate 
neutral.” 

It was noted there are six or seven 
lawsuits against the system because of 
basement flooding and it is doubtful they 
will be resolved by the time DUWA takes 
over. 

Trustee Paul White said an advantage 
is that the communities will get to “drive 
the bus and DUWA will decide on capital 
improvements.” 

Supervisor McNamara said the township 
has three options: accept its role as one of 
the owners of DUWA, say no and become 
a customer of DUWA, or opt out of the 
system and go elsewhere. 

It was pointed out VBT already entered 
into the service agreement. VBT attorney 
Patrick McCauley said they can’t change 
the governing articles of the group, which 
already have been approved. 

Trustee White said the goal is to close 
in August or September. “It’s our own 
destiny. Better than what you have now.” 

In other business at the one-hour-35- 
minute meeting on April 3, the board. 

e Approved, on a 4-3 vote (ayes from 
McNamara, Budd, Wright, and Martin; 
nays from White, Frazier, and Miller), 
amending the future land use map for 75 
acres of the Smith farm at 50015 Michigan 
Avenue, changing it from Low Density 
Single Family Residential B to Light 
Industrial. A motion by Trustee White, 
seconded by Trustee Reggie Miller to 
remove it from that evening’s agenda was 
defeated on the same 4-3 vote; 

e Approved the first reading of Ordinance 
04-03-18 to modify certain accessory 
building regulations and setbacks to the 
zoning ordinance. The second reading and 
approval is expected at the next regular 
meeting; 

e Approved the prepaid voucher list of 
March 22. Trustee Frazier had asked for 
the prepaid list to be removed from the 
consent agenda so it could be discussed. 
She said $342.60 was paid for airfare 
for Clerk Wright’s trip to his Virginia 
conference May 20-23 and that was in 
addition to his $600 in conference fees. She 
said he has gone to Montreal, Kansas and 
now Virginia. She questioned if this was a 
necessary expense. “This has already been 
discussed and approved,” Clerk Wright 


said; 

e Witnessed the Van Buren Civic Fund 
present a check for $5,763 to the Belleville 
Area Museum for new exhibit panels and 
a check for $7,182.22 to the VBT Public 
Safety Department for gas detection 
monitors for the fire department; 

e Heard McNamara say there were two 
vacancies on the Local Development 
Finance Authority Board and he would like 
volunteers to apply. Treasurer Budd said 
there was a vacancy coming to the Water 
and Sewer Commission because longtime 
member Dr. Gerald Graf was retiring. 
Residents were encouraged to apply; 

e Heard resident John Delaney say there 
was a big disconnect between the four 
trustees and the planning department. He 
said the three full-time elected officials 
in the “hallowed halls” do not tell the 
trustees what is happening. “There needs 
to be better information,” he said. “They 
are treated like stepchildren.” He also 
said he felt the township offices should 
be open to 5 p.m. for the convenience of 
the residents. He said some fees in the 
planning department have been upped 300

to 600%, but “the township is not getting 
services as a premier community”; 

e Heard Clerk Wright ask for a moment of 
silence in memory of Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Then he read his thoughts in Dr. King’s 
memory. Trustee White also told of his 
experiences of the Civil Rights movement 
and how Dr. King said everyone should be 
judged by their character not the color of 
their skin; 

e Heard Trustee White rebut what he 
called errors of fact in a recent letter to 
the editor of the Independent from CeJay 
Marshall concerning costs of Michigan 
Township Association meetings in Jackson 
and Lansing. He said it was dishonorable 
writing; and 

e Heard Frazier say that Treasurer Budd 
has breakfast with CeJay Marshall at 9 
a.m. every Thursday at Leo’s and Marshall 
knows more about the working of the 
township than the trustees do. Treasurer 
Budd said there are five to ten of them that 
have been meeting for breakfast for years 
and, “We don’t go there to talk township 
business.” 


Competency exam ordered at 
district court for Robert Bulmer

A psychiatric exam has been ordered 
for Robert John Bulmer, 29, of Milan to 
see if he has criminal responsibility and 
competency to stand trial on charges of 
malicious destruction of property between 
$1,000 and $20,000 in value and larceny of 
$200 or less in a building on March 11 in 
Van Buren Township. 

Bulmer, who was being lodged in the 
Wayne County Jail on $10,000/10% bond, 
was present in 34th District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green’s courtroom on March 
28 via video. 

Judge Green explained the competency 
exam to Bulmer. He told her he is taking his 
medications in jail. 

“When he takes his meds, he feels he 
doesn’t have to take his meds,” Judge Green 
said and family members in the courtroom 
agreed, saying this same thing happened last 
year. 

Judge Green said it is difficult because 
there are few places in the state to take those 
with mental problems. 

She said if his case ends at district court or 
circuit court, “The court may tell him to take 
his meds” and it would mean something to 
him. 

The competency exam may take about 90 
days, she said. 

Bulmer’s retained attorney is Raymond 
Cissar and another attorney filled in for him 
at this probable cause conference before 


Judge Green. 
Victor Jefferson 

Judge Green was about to issue a bench 
warrant for Victor Jefferson, 59, because he 
hadn’t shown up for his preliminary exam 
on a charge of larceny of $1,000 to $20,000 
(attempt to conspire/solicit) in VBT on 
March 11. 

The attorney filling in for his court- 
appointed attorney Richard Glanda_ said 
Jefferson’s mother told him her son is in the 
hospital. He said the mother told him he had 
chest pains around his heart and possible 
sinus problems. 

Judge Green adjourned the preliminary 
exam for a week and Jefferson was due to be 
before Judge David Parrott on April 4 unless 
the court gets something from the hospital 
on his condition. 

On April 4, Judge Parrott adjourned 
Jefferson’s preliminary exam until 10 a.m., 
May 2. 

Collin Daniel Murphy 
Collin Daniel Murphy, 23, waived 
his preliminary exam on a charge of 
second-degree criminal sexual conduct 
(relationship) on Feb. 25 in VBT. The 
prosecutor added a felonious assault charge 
and furnishing alcohol to a minor charge. 

Murphy is free after posting bond of 
$20,000/10% and his retained attorney is 
James Schmier. 

Murphy is due at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice at 9 a.m. April 11 for an arraignment 
on the information.

My name is Gale Rich and I am one of the 
homeowners of 205 Roland St. Yesterday 
a friend of ours handed me a copy of the 
Belleville Independent with your article 
about our cats being rescued.

The report includes Curtis Meadows’ 
story of how he found Egypt’s body at her 
home on Hull Road in Van Buren Township 
on June 23. He said her hands were tied 
behind her back with a string of Christmas 
tree lights and she was shot in the back of 
the head. Her small dog Ruby was the only 
witness. 


Meadows said he was grilled by Van 
Buren Township police and passed a 
polygraph. Police say he is not a suspect 
in the case. 

Another man, who VBT police have 
recently named a person of interest in the 
murder, was recorded by Crime Watch 
Daily, saying he didn’t do it and to talk to 
his attorney. His attorney Dan Geherin said 
his client has cooperated with police. 

In the Crime Watch Daily report, it was 
stated the man got into a dispute with Egypt 
a week before her death when they met at 
the Strawberry Festival in Belleville. 

VBT police, who have been investigating 
the case for almost 10 months, told Crime 
Watch Daily they are still waiting for 
“sensitive DNA testing” in the case.

Clarification: There 
were more stipulations 
to Landstrom’s sentence 


In the April 5 edition of the Independent 
on page 18 we reported Kenneth Joseph 
Landstrom, 59, of Van Buren Township 
was sentenced to five days in the Wayne 
County Jail after being found guilty by a 
jury of the misdemeanor charges of lying 
to a police officer investigating a crime and 
contributing to the delinquency of a minor.

On March 29, Judge Brian A. Oakley 
sentenced Landstrom to five days in jail, 
beginning at once, but he also sentenced 
him to eight days on the 34th District 
Court Work Program, attendance at a 
behavorial modification program through 
Pam’s Place or an approved agency 
beginning within 30 days, and to follow 
all recommendations with documents to 
the Probation Department. He also shall 
have no unsupervised contact with Juliana 
Rogers. 

Landstrom also was fined $1,320 on the 
lying to a police officer charge and $670 
for contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor. He is scheduled for 12 months of 


probation with review on March 29, 2019.
